Soon after, the In- 
dians moviid their camp, uith about 1,- 
000 bead of block, across the prairie iu 
the direction ot the Cottomrooil. Xo 
movement was made to intercept them. 
In a short time Captain I'.iinUII and 
sixteen volunteer.! from Mount Idaho 
appeared. 


About l.jO Indians intercepte 1 tlie'i' 


at the junction of. the Elk City tni' 
with the stage road. Al this cii-Ls, 
they being seen from I'erry's position oa 
the hill al tho rille pits, thy colonel \v;.s 
urged to go with the troops to their 
rescue, to which he replied th.it it was 
no line; they were gone, ami be would 
not order bis men to the rescue. The 
volunteers say that their captain, seeing 
his position, ordered ihcm to charge 
and break the lines of the Indians, dasli 
over toward the cieek bottom, dismount 
and riilnrn the Indian Ike, and hold 
tlu'lr position partly under cover of :i 
small hill until the force at the Cultun- 
wood eould reach them. The command 
w;is no sooner given than Captain Han- 
dall and his sixteen men made ihu 
charge, broke through the Indian line, 
reached tho position named, dismount- 
ed and returned the lire. In the charge 
Captain H.indnll was mortally wound- 
ed, Benj, Evans killed, and three of the 
others wounded. They fought tliere 
for nearly an.ljour, ami kept the Indi- 
ans at bay. 
In about halt an hour after 


it was known that the Indians bad the 
volunteers in a tight place. Colonel 
Perry gave ordrrs for fifty men to go to 
their relief. It was.juickly obeyed and 
they wire lelieved in about one hour. 
After the charge no pursuit of the In- 
dians was ordered, bat a retreat was 
made lo camp and no pursuit hail been 
made since up to the lime of Merrill's 
leaving, on the night ot the 
8th. 


The volnnteeis say they know they 


killed several Indians anil wounded 
many others, as they naw Indians pack- 
ing on* their dead ami wounded. On 
the same night ilcConville, with th..' 
volunteer force, arrived at Collonwooil 
from IlowauHs command. A detach- 
ment of seventy-live men. under McCon- 
ville, was sent as an escort lo a wagon 
carrying llm killed and wounded to 
Mount Idaho. Morrill says that Kan- 
dall after he was mortally wounded ami 
had got into liia position, sat upon tho 
ground and lired many shots at the In- 
dians, the last one not more than livii 
minutes before he fell back dead. Xot 
one of these seventeen faltered in the 
least or 
showed the white feather, 


though Lard pressed by one iimulred 
Indians, nor did one ot them seek to run 
for Ihe Coltonwood after they had brok- 
en this Indian line, bul strictly obeyed 
orders to hold their ground. The fol- 
lowing are the names ot the memorable 
seventeen : J).

past yenr or so lias attracted the atten- 
tion ot the thoughtful. Jt is perfeclh- 
substantiated that self destruction is 
epidemic, also that a period of hard 
limes such as wo .-ire now traveising is 
certain to yield a plenteous criminal 
crop of this soil; and statisticians an- 
i.blc to I'ortell for us, with great accura- 
cy, the number and even the probablu 
modes of death—as by hanging, drown- 


ing, 
shooting or poison. Uut nf.er all, 


il seems likely that suicides are increas- 
ing far beyond the natural growth «f 
population and loan extent hardly ex- 
plicable by Ihe hard times, unprecedcn',- 
ly long and crushing though they have 
been, May not this numerical increase 
bo largely attributable tu the vory great 
publicity altoi-iled these coses in the 
newspapers? The long ami elaborate 
accounts of suicides given in many of 
the journals seldom subserve any health- 
ful purpose, but unquestionably start n 
train of thought In the minds of the 
morbidly disposed that may lead to the 
commission of self murder. There is 
also no doubt that a vulgar love for 
posthumous notoriety impels many (of 
the Ignorant classes, esiwclally.) to take 
their own lives.
